TRIBUTE TO JANE ACE by Charles Stumpf; One of the air waves zan- 
iest ladies, Jane Ace, half of the famed "Easy Aces," passed away at 
the age of 74 on Nov. 11, 1974. Born Jane '3hervwud at Kansas City, 
she married top comedy writer Goodman ace in 1928...EASY ACES was born 
on the spot one day in 1930 at station KMBC in their hometown when Jane 
visited her husband at the studio where he broadcast a daily program 
called "The Movie Man." Jane was called into the studio to ad-lib her 
way through a 15-minute impromtu show to fill in for an absent. per- 
former, She was an immediate comedy sensation and EA3T ACES became a 
permanent feature,..The program aired 3 times a week over the local 
station for a year and then moved on to Chicago where it was broad- 
cast from the Drake Hotel for 2 years over WGN carried by the CBS 
network, The show then moved to New York and began its long run over 
the CBS network there on October 10, 1933 as a daytime feature. It re- 
turned to a nighttime spot in 1935 and continued for the next 10 years 
when lt temporarily left the air...The Aces returned to broadcasting 
in 1948 for CBS, this time around the show. called MR. AGE AND JANE and 
was heard during the 1948-49 season for a half-hour weekly with a . 
live audience, dabuting on Jan 16, 1948. The show underwent another 
format change and düring 1951-52 it was called JANE ACE, DI3C JOCKEY 
and was heard with Goodman as a permanent guest. There was also a . 
filmed TV series which appeared briefly in 1957...Jane became: famous 
for her awful malpropisms, to which Rm, ace usually replied, "Isn't 
that awful," The show's thene was Manhattan Sereanade and wus spon- 
sored for many years by snacin. Jane had a fr&end named Marge; played 
by Mary Huntée, now an executive with the 3tratfora (Conn) Shakes- 
peare Festival, She also often.referred to her brother Paul. Among 
some of her memorable malpropisms; We're insufférable friends--Rea- 
sons too humorous to mention--In words of one cylindáer--We were play-. 
things together--You could have knocked me over with + fender....Jane 
Ace was one of radio's immortals and will be remembered most fondly.
